A Bummary of Important Events.

FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS.

Becond Besslon.

IN the senate, on the 15th, after considerable
parlismentaryfsparring, the jolnt resolution to
deciare the Clayton-Bulwer treaty sbrogated
was oonsidered in secret session until two
o'clock, when the executive session began,
which lasted until 4 p. m., when the doors
were reopened and the bankruptey bill was
taken up as unfinished business, the senate
substitute being read in full. Twenty-four
private pension bills and a lot of other miscel-
laneous bills were passed......In the house. it
being suspension day. s large number of bills
were passed, among them the sundry eivil ap-
propriations bill; the senate amendments to
the diplomaticand eonsular appropriation bill
were concurred in, and the agricultural sp-
propriation bill was sent to conference. An
evening sesslon was held for the conslderaticon
of private pensioa bills.

IX the senate, on the 16th, Mr. Chandler
(rep.. N. H.) delivered a three hours' speech
in support of his resclution declaring itto be
the sense of the senate that the United States
should not permanently acquiesce in the single
gold standard. The bankruptey bill was then
taken up, but no sction was hsd upon it......
In the house s number of billa granting pen-
slons, which had been amended In the senate,
were laid before the house and the amend-
ments agreed to. A bill was passed regula-
ting and making uniform the jurisdietion of
circuit courts In cases of I(nfringement of let-
ters patent About 23 private penslon bllls
were passed.

ceeded to the eonsideration of executive busi-
ness......In the house the conference reporton
the legisiative, executive and judiclal appro-
priation bill was agreed to. The bill provid-
ing that all reservolr sites shall be open to use
and oceupation under the right-of-way act of
March 3, 1601, was passed. The contested-eleo-
tion case from the Tenth Eentucky district
was taken up.

I= the senate, on the 18th, a bill entitled A
Bill to Extend the Use of the Mails,” was
passed, although admittedly conferriog a mo-
nopoly. House bill for the free admission of
neediework Imported by the Naw York Asso-
clation of Sewing Schools for exhibition pur-
poses was also passed, after which the senate
went into executive session...... In the house
the contested-election case of Hopkins (rep.)
against Kendall (dem.). from the Tenth Ken-
tucky district, was declded in favor of the con-
testee, sgainst the recommendation of the
committee. The rest of the session was given
up to the passage of bilis by consent.

IN the senate, on the 19th, two conference re-
ports on pension bllis were agreed to, giving
850 a month to the widow of Gen Stoneman,
and £5 o month to Gen. Jullus H. Stahl Sen-
ator Daniel was designated as reader of Wash-
ington’s Farewell Address on the 22d. A
bill to remove the political disabilities from
Col. D. E. Sims, of Kentucky, was passed.

PERSONAL AND GENERAL,

Jonx . HorreR, former cashier of
the First national bank of Lebanon,
Pa., who was charged with embez-
zling $109,000 of the bank’s funds, was
arraigned in the United States district
court in Philadelphia, on the 15th,
pleaded guilty and was sentenced to
ten years' imprisonment in the East-
ern penitentiary and ordered to pay a
fine of §1.000.

THE commanders of the British and
other foreign war ships stationed at
Canea, on the 15th, informed Prince
George, commanding the Greek tor-
pedo flotilla, that they had received
orders to prevent the occupation of
the island of Crete by Greece, and, if
necessary, to use force to carry out
their instructions.

Hox. Jors RasporLrH TUuckeR died at
his home in Lexington, Va., on the
13th. Mr. Tucker had been ill for
several weeks and his death was ex-
pected.

UxsiTep StaTEs SExATOR WoLcorrt,
of Colorado, who is making a tour of
Europe in the interest of bi-
metallism, arrived in Berlin on the
15th.

Gov. BeaprLey of Kentucky has
fixed Saturday, March 20, as the day
for the execution of Jackson and Wal-
ling, the murderers of Pearl Bryan.

AcCCcoRDING to late Japanese newspa-
pers the mikado's government will in-
troduce measures at this session of the
imperial diet for the establishment
of the gold standard at the ratio of 1
to 32,

A BLocK of lava has arrived in New
York from Honolulu to be made into a
monument for Gen. Samuel Chadman
Armstrong. Gen. Armstrong was born
on the island of Maai, Hawaii, of mis-
sionary parents, came to the United
States, served through the civil war,
founded Hampton normal institute for
the Indians, and was president and
superintendent at Hampton, Va., un-
til his death, in 1893.

Carr. WinLiam W. WEYMOUTH, com-
mander of the British cruiser Smyrnoa,
died at sea January 14 Capt. Wey-
mouth was an old confederate naval
officer and served under Admiral
Semmes on the famous privateer Ala-
bama. He was on the vessel when she
was sunk by the Kearsarge, but es-
caped.

Tae first session of the National
Congress of Mothers, which has at-
tracted such wide attention all over
the United States, was opened at the
Arlington hotel in Washington on the
17th.

Four indictments have been found
aguinst Sylvester Scovell, a corre-
spondent of the New York World, re-
cently arrested by the Spanish author-
ities in Cuba.

GEN. ALFRED PLEASONTON, one of
the most distinguished cavalry officers
on the Union side during the late civil
war, died at his apartments in Wash-
ington at three o'clock on the morning
of the 17th. His death, which was
calm, resulted from a system worn out
with activity and work.

Ax official dispatch from Bombay
says 1,835 deaths occurred there dur-
ing the week ending Friday, February
12, of which 813 were due to the bu-
bonic plague.

To tuk sound of martial music he
loved so well, the body of Gen. Jo Q.
Shelby was, on the 17th, taken to its
last resting place in Forest Hill ceme-
tery, at Kansas City, Mo., and placed
in the receiving vault to await its
burial among the 80 followers of the
“Lost Cause” already sleeping in the
ex-confederate burying ground.

Afterwards, while
carrying off their dead, the Cretans were
fired upon by the Turks, but were too
much dispirited by the attack from the
fleet to return the fire.

DOOMED TO DEFEAT.

At Least So Far as This Session
iacoqoomad.

1he General Treaty of Arblctration Made
the Sport of Senators, Who Think
They See in It an Encreachment
Tpon Thelr Prerogatives.

WaAsHINGTON, Feb. 20.—When the
senate adjourned at eight o'clock last
night, after a secret session of seven
and a half hours, it was apparent %o
the most sanguine friends of the gen-
eral treaty of arbitration with Great
Britain that no vote could be secured
at this session of the senate. Thefact
that a motion to postpone until March
5, had been defeated by a vote of 30 to
20 afforded no satisfaction. On the
contrary it emphasized the fact that
those fighting the treaty intended
there should be affirmative action of
no kind.

The debate proceeded in regular
order until six o'clock, when the
senators, tired of the discussion and
weary in body, left the chamber and
proceeded to their homes. For two
hours longer there was a dreary suc-
cession of yea and nay calls of the
senate for the purpose of securinga
guorum, which was no sooner found
to be preseant than it would disap-
pear. Filibustering was indulged in
with the old-time vigor, and when,
after two hours of this sort of thing,
the call of the senate failed to establish
the presence of a quorum, & motion
to adjourn prevailed, the treaty was
left hanging in the air.

At the close of Thursday's session
Mr.Sherman gave notice that heshould
yesterday ask the senate to =it (t
out. The contest began as soon as the
doors were closed, with considerable
energy on the part of the friends of
the treaty. but they soon wearied in
their struggle with the inevitable.

Messrs. Lodgeand Frye spoke briefly,
but with a great deal of spirit, urging
that the vote be taken at once.
Mr. Lodge said there could be mo
doubt but that every senator had
made up his mind how he should vote,
and any further delay would be a waste
of time and an exhibition of a desire
to prevent action of any sort.

The speech of Senator Lodge was an
effort to “‘shell the bushes” and it was
successful in driving into the open the
enemies of the treaty. He wasat once
confroonted with a retort from Senator
Teller and Senator Stewart to the ef-
fect that no vote could be had. Mr.
Teller then took the floor and spoke
for an hour against the treaty and
against present action.

The third and last set speech of the
day was made by Senator Lindsay, of
Kentucky, who urged the ratification
of the convention and prompt action.
Mr. Lindsay spoke for almost an hour,
devoting the most of his time to a
refutation of the legal arguments ad-
vanced by Senator Daniel and others
who have during this debate taken
the ground that the senate was asked
to yield up its prerogative as a part of
the treaty-making power.

At the conclusion of Mr. Lindsay's
remarks a motion to postpone was
voted down. Another effort was then
made to secure a final vote, but this
was met by motions to adjourn, which
were invariably voted down or de-
veloped the absence of a quornm.

Mr. Sherman pleaded in vain for an
agreement for a day and hour upon
which the vote might be taken.
Every suggestion of his was objected
to, and one roll-call succeeded another
until finally it was impossible 1«
secure a quorum. A moticn was then
made and carried instructing the ser
geant-at-arms toarrest absent senato
and bring them before the bar of the
senate. While the sergeant-at-arms
was prepariug his warrant the friends
of the treaty held a consultation
which resulted in a motion to adjourn
by Mr. Gallinger. This prevailed and,
without any notice on the part of Mr.
Sherman that he would again eall up
the treaty, the senate, at eight o’clock,
ad journed.

1t is not improbable, however, that
Mr. Sherman may make one more ef
fort to secure & vote.

JAMES ALBERT GARY,

Probable Fostmaster-General Under Mo
Klugo:.

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 20.--James Al-
bert Gary, probable postmaster gen-
eral in McKinley’'s cabinet, is a wide-
ly-known man of Baltimore, and has
been prominent in republiean politics
since 1870, when he was nominsated for
copgress in the Fifth Maryland dis-
trict. In 1870 the republicans nomi-
nated him for governor. In those
days the state was hopelessly demo-
cratic and Mr. Gary failed of elec-
tion, although he made sn active can-
Vass.

He has been a Maryland delegate tc
every national convention of his party
since 1872, and from 1880 to 1488 rep-
resented his state upon the repub-
lican national committee.

Mr. Gary was born in Unecasville,
Conn., in 1833, of English descent. In
business he has been highly successful.
He owns valuable cotton sfad other
mills, and is also largely interested in
financial and other business corpora-
tions in Baltimore and vicinity.

For several “years he was president
of the Merchants’' and Manufacturers’
association and is pow vice-president
of the Consolidated Gas Co. and vice-
president of the Citizen’s national
bank. He also holds directorships in
several other organizations.
